But 
at the hame time, the decision freed Republican 
party leaders of misgivings about what might 
happen if Mr. Hoover became the Democratic 
nominee; they passed him over in 1920 and 1924 
and nominated him only after Calvin Coolidge's 
cryptic explanation that he did not "choose to 
run" created a new opportunity to exploit his 
wartime popularity.

Here is a book which held me from first to 


last. At no time in any chapter did I feel like 
I wanted a parole. Is this book sensational as lit- 
erature? I decline to answer yes or no. Not until 
I have seen my lawyer, anyhow. He is reading it, 
too.

Personally, I 
like bigger books. My favorite book writer i« 
Frankie Erickson. He is a writer who can really 
let himself go. If he could get the warden to let 
him go it would be better. The weight of thi»

is O.K. but it could be a little lighter.

THE COVER COULD be snappier. I realize 


Shakespeare got along very well with books in 
plain colors, but I like hotter colors for Kefauver.

But I would 
prefer larger type, like in racing charts and on 
tote boards. Not to be too critical I would also 
like more space between sentences.

An important requirement in any book 
is that it have character interest. This one has 
it.
